Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-2, 3-1 1 and 12 (renumbered claims 1-2, 4-1 1 and 3, respectively) are 
allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for 
independent claim 1 . A surveillance device mounted within a frame, wherein the frame 
is mounted with a switch box and is covered by a window cover plate is well known in 
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the prior art. The distinguishing feature is that the cover plate is specifically a bay 
window cover and in which and the bay window switch box and window frame is 
rotatable back and forth horizontally to orient the surveillance device and the bay 
window's vertical orientation being defined upon mounting of the switch box and 
remaining constant during and after pivoting of the bay window for horizontal 
orientation. Claims 2-12 depend on claim 1 . Therefore are also allowable.
